Batta., 
lions from-our Neighbouring Gariſons to reinforce 
his Detachment. We had from Bruges, my Lord 
Carrion Regiment 3 from Bruſſels, Baron Spaar and 
Weyz from Charleroy, the Regiments of Carle, Heyden, 
and the-Dauke of FT ein's; from Ath, Potbas, and 
Slayembourgs from Audenarde, Scheimelpenning, be- 
ſides the two Waloon-Regiments of the Count de 
Falay, and the Vicount 4 Azdrigny, which came out 


under the Command of the Count de Libercey,Gover- 


nour of Adenarde, who had orders to joyn us, be- 
ing a Gentleman of-old Experience, , and that un- 
derſtood the Country where we were going very 
well. We werelikewiſe accompanied by the Count 
de Bergeth,the King of Spain's Intendant for Flanders, 
to take in the Contributions, and to account for 
them.:- On the fourth, Prince Wirtewberg, with the 


| Horſe and Battalions that had joyn'd him at Aude- 


narde, marched on towards the Line, and encamp'd 
in preſence of the Enemy before D' Otignies, where 
he expected the coming up of Major General Elerr, 
bergh to back his undertaking, 

Ellembergh, who with the 13 Battalions under lug 
Command, had on the fifth paſs'd the Scheld at 41 
denarde, march'd the next day in order to join. the

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Faly confilting of 12 Pieces of Canon, of which two

As 
this march was great, we halted when we came to 
St. Denys, within a League of the Lines, to refreſh 
our Men ; but we were taken with fſach a violent 
Storm of Thunder and Rain, that the Artillery, 
and Beats, .and Ammunitions remain'd unmoveable, 
and the great Torrents of Water gather'd fo faſt to- 

ether in a little Valley between ns and the Lines, 
thar Count Horne's Regiment which march'd firſt, 
con'd but juſt wade through, and ſeveral of the 
Rear of the Regiment were drown'd in the paſ- 
fagez upon which, the reſt of the Forces that fol. 
low'd, were forced to the Right about, and to At- 
a Paſlage another way, -but all in vain ; fo: 

that *rwas impoſſible for us-to come to Prince Wir- 
temberg that Night, which grieved both him and ng 
very much to meet with Weather fo unſcaſonable for 
our Undertaking. We were forced to lye that 
Night in the dirt by the Warter-fide, without any 
thelter for want of our Baggage, and of convenient 
ground to incamp upon. The Duke of Wirtemberg 
who upon our approach, had march'd about half a 
League to the Right before Manxcron, to leave to us 
the Attack at D' Otignies, had left only ſome Squa- 
4rons of Horſe there, which, with Count Horne's 
Regiment that only con'd come up to the Line that 
Night, were very much Inferior to the Enemy be- 
fore them. To cover this weakneſs of theirs, our 
Quarter-Maſters and their Men had orders to borrow 
fome Drums from Count Horne's Regiment , and 
about the dusk of the Evening to- beat. ſometimes

if our Battalions had then been coming up to en- 
camp there ; and afterwards to beat their ſeveral 
Retreats. They made likewiſe ſeveral Fires all the 
length that was mark'd for our Camp, and the 
Quarter-Maſters went the Rounds, and Sentries 
challeng'd with as much noiſe as they conld, to make 
the Enemy believe we were come up. Early in 
the next Morning, we that had been hinder'd trom 
joining by the great Torrent of Waters which had 
fallen in the Storm of Thunder the day before, 
found that theſe Torrents diflipated themſelves al- 
moſt in as little time as they had ather'd together, 
and fo found the ways paſlable by Three of the Clock, 
at which time we began to march, and. joyn'd our 
Forces very early that —_ coming up to the 
Ground that had been mark'd for us by our Quar- 
ter-Maſters, juſt before the Enemies Line. Prince 
Wirtemberg, who took great compaſſion of the Sol- 
diers ſufferings in this march, that had continn'd 
8 days together,moſt in very foul Weather, order'd 
a quantity of Corn-Brandy of abont fix Gallons to 
be diſtributed to each Company, in every Batta- 
hon; to chear up our Soldiers, who. mme- 
diately cleans'd and fix?d their Arms ( which had 
been very much ſpoil'd by the foul Weather ) for 
the approaching Service. The Rain continu*d the 
&venth, and the ground ſo deep that we went al- 
moſt tothe Knees in dirt inonr Camp 3 which. hke- 
wiſe hinder'd our Artillery and Ammunition from: 
coming, by the badneſs of the Ways, till late in the 
Evening. The Weather was ſo very bad that it al-
